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Grain Trade Watches Defense Bill 


ICC Order 
Relieves Alfalfa 
Car Shortage 


KANSAS CITY response to a 
plea from the American Dehydrators 
Assn. that a critical shortage of box- 
cars existed in several important al- 
faifa producing regions. the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission has is- 
sued a special service order which. 
according to the alfalfa industry, is 
relieving the situation considerably 

Effective July 21 the ICC ordered 
railroads to furnish two 20-ton stock 
cars, or two 15-ton old style refrig- 
erator cars for every one boxcar re- 
quested by alfalfa shippers in the 
states of Missouri, lowa, Kansas, Ne- 
braska, Wyoming, Colorado and 
South Dakota. One provision of the 
order is that these cars not be al- 
lowed off the line that loads them 
This limits movement to a certain 
extent, but the service order is prov- 
ing a big help in the boxcar shortage 
trade officials say 

Ray Cox, Acme Traffic Service, 
Kansas City, and traffic manager for 
the dehydrators association, said that 
the most serious problem existed in 
Nebraska on the Union Pacific Rail- 
road. At a recent meeting of the 
board of directors of the association 
a resolution pointing out the need for 
boxcar relief was drafted and sent to 
government officials and heads of 
the midwestern railroads 

“Their action to alleviate the short- 
age was prompt and gratifying,” Mr 
Cox said. “The situation is now being 
handled in a quite satisfactory man- 
ner and the alfalfa shippers are now 
being furnished with transportation 
without taking cars away from es- 
sential shippers.”

They 
will be under direct supervision of 
officials of the university and the 
state experiment station 

The decision was regarded as an 
important boost for the Arkansas 
broiler industry, and was of prime 
interest to feed companies serving 
that area 

It is possible that the name of the 
International Baby Chick Assn. may 
be changed to the American Poultry 
and Hatchery Federation. Directors 
of the organization voted in favor of 
the change at the Minneapolis con- 
vention, although the decision must 


be ratified by the IBCA membership. 

A concomitant activity in the IBCA 
convention was the annual breakfast 
sponsored by the Poultry and Egg 
National Board. More than 700 poul- 
try industry leaders attended, de- 
spite a heavy rain. Homer Hunting- 
ton, general manager of PENB, an- 
nounced that the hatchery-producer 
quota of $60,000 in the annual fund 
drive had been exceeded by $4,354 
that the new record number of inves- 
tors in the 48 states was 4,194, and 


that 34 states made their quotas 
President Hugh Gordon of Marion,

Farmers Notified 
of Corn Resealing 
Privilege 

WASHINGTON — The Production 
and Marketing Administration this 
week called farmers’ attention to the 
fact that loans and purchase agree- 
ments on 1949-crop corn mature July 
31, 1950. However, loans may be ex- 
tended through July, 1951, and pur- 
chase agreements converted into 
loans for the extended period under 
the resealing program announced 
April 3 and May 25 

The PMA also announced May 25 
that 1948-crop corn which has been 
resealed through July, 1950, may be 
resealed for a second year through 
July, 1951 


Applications Due 


Applications for resealing 1948 and 
1949-crop farm-stored corn or for con 
verting 1949 purchase agreement corn 
into loans for the extended period 
through July, 1951, must be made to 
county PMA committees before the 
final date for delivery specified in 
delivery instructions issued by these 
committees. Final delivery dates vary 
throughout the country but in most 
cases will fall within a 60-day period 
from Aug. 1 to Sept. 30, 1950 

No storage payment will be made 
for the time preceding the resealing 
period for 
year storage payment of 10¢ bu. is 
now due farmers on 1948-crop re- 
sealed corn which may be delivered 
to Commodity Credit Corp. or which 
is resealed for another year through 
July, 1951 


Storage Pay Allowed 


Storage payments for 1948-crop 
corn which is resealed for the second 
year through July, 1951, and, for 
1949-crop corn resealed through July, 
1951, will be 10¢ bu. for the 1950-51 
resealing period, if the corn is deliv- 
ered to the CCC upon maturity of 
loans. In case of deliveries under the 
resealing program prior to maturity 
storage payments will be prorated in 
accordance with PMA regulations

WASHNGTON-— The proposed De- 
fense Production Act of 1950 moved 
swiftly this week toward a congres- 
sional vote as the House Banking and 
Currency Committee, after hearing 
only brief and favorable testimony 
from government witnesses, approved 
the bill with few changes. 

The House committee knocked out 
of the bill the proposal to amend the 
Agricultural Act of 1949 in respect 
to domestic sales price policies on 
surplus commodities owned by the 
government. This feature of the leg-

Margin Proposal Amended 

The House committee, which de- 
clined to hear other than govern- 
ment witnesses, amended the pro- 
posed change in the Commodity Ex- 
change Administration Act which was 
to give the government control over 
margins on speculative dealings in 
the commodity markets. The House 
amendment exempted hedging opera- 
tions from the coverage of the amend- 
ment at the recpmmendation of 
Charles F. Brannan, secretary of 
agriculture. Inclusion of hedging mar- 
gins in the scope of the proposed 
amendment to the CEA act was 
pointed out to U.S. Department of 
Agriculture officials by representa- 
tives of the grain trade and led to the 
secretary's recommendation to the 
committee. 

Hope that full arbitrary control 
over speculative margins by. CEA 
might be denied now rests in the 
possibility that the Senate Banking 
and Currency Committee may re- 
spond to pleas from leaders from all 
of the major commodity markets to 
reject this grant of authority. 

Leading the request to reject this 
authority were Walter Scott, execu- 
tive vice president of the Kansas City 
Board of Trade, and Rébert Cargill, 
president of the Victoria Elevator Co., 
Minneapolis, who appeared before the 
Senate committee this week.

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Feed the Cornerstone? 


HE Washington correspondent of Feedstuffs made the interesting state 

ment in @ news story recently that informed government officials had 
told hum the feed industry might be the cornerstone of wartime controls on 
prices, rationing, allocations and management of food supplies. The feed 
industry would be to the domestic food economy what the steel industry 
is to hard goods and military requirements 

Many of the difficulties arising under government controls in the last 
war resulted from dislocations as controls were applied piecemeal on major 
commodities without any master plan, the story pointed out. These disloca 
tions led to the protein shortage and touched off a whole chain of problems 
which beset not only the feed industry but other lines of food production 

Some aufhoritative government sources are said to agree that the feed 
industry may offer the means by which certain required production can l« 
effected and maximum efficiency obtained from the nation’s agriculture 
Building upon such a base would be preferable to the improvisions of the 
last war 

“Government officials who have been asked to comment on this poss! 
bility agree that the feed industry is the potential cornerstone upon whic! 
all other controls may be placed with appropriate relationship and fron 
which broad general adjustments may be made on a long range basis as 
requirements are forecast,” the Washington story said They see in 
the feed industry adequate food management possibilities and a means of 
preventing the dislocations which occurred under the OPA freeze-type tech- 
nique, with adjustments setting off a whole series of further maladjustments °

Although the House committee has 
approved the margin control aspect 
of the proposed economic control leg- 
islation, there is no surety that the 
Senate may not respond to the pleas 
of the exchange leaders. 

The margin regulatory provisions 
of the bill not only brought down 
commodity market opposition, but 
the farm leaders for the most part 
registered their objections. The most 
significant farm opposition came from 
Albert S. Goss, master of the Nation- 
al Grange, who asserted that any 
control which would freeze com- 
modity markets would not be in the 
best interests of the farm producers. 

With the House committee having 
approved the bill and Senate com- 
mittee action forecast for not later 
than July 31, enactment of the bill 
into law is expected not later than 
Aug. 3, unless some unexpected turn 
of events occurs. 

The scope and type of controls over 
the domestic economy asked in this 
bill may make the date of passage 
and signature by the President a 
fateful day for democratic institu- 
tions and a free domestic economy, 
some persons believe 


Reject Baruch Proposal 


Before the House approved the 
administration bill, it rejected a pro- 
posal advanced by Rep. John C. 


Kunkel (R., Pa.) which would have 
substituted the complete mobilization 

including price, ration and wage 
controls—-advocated by Bernard Ba- 
ruch, eastern industrialist. Mr. Ba- 
ruch this week told the congressional 
committees that the administration 
proposals were inadequate to deal 
with the international crisis facing 
the nation. He insisted that the most 
rigid controls and much heavier 
taxes were needed immediately to 
cope with the situation. He asserted 
that these radical methods would be 
cheaper in the long run 

The fact that this proposal was 
beaten by only one vote in the House 
committee indicates the imminence 
of price and ration controls at con- 
sumer levels. The bill as approved 
by the House committee and as sub- 
mitted to Congress by the adminis- 
tration specifically excludes these 
two powers from those asked by the 
President 

The administration plan for eco- 
nomic controls was first outlined by 
Stuart Symington, chairman of the 
National Security Resources Board 
who appeared before the banking and 


currency committees. Later, on the 
Senate floor, Sen. Robert Taft, 
(R., Ohio) described the requested 


powers as “arbitrary and dictatorial.” 

Mr. Symington confined his formal 
statement to a digest of the separate 
titles of the legislation. But, under 
questioning of Sen. Homer A. Cape-

299,000,000 BU. WHEAT 
EXPORTED IN 1949-50 


Total Is 202,000,000 Bu. Smaller Than 
in Previous Crop Year — Other 
Grains Match 1948-49 Figures 


WASHINGTON — The Production 
and Marketing Administration of the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture esti- 
mated July, 1949-June, 1950, 12 
months’ exports of grains and grain 
products at approximately 12,265,000 
long tons (479,180,000 bu. of grain 
equivalent), as compared with 17,- 
689,000 long tons (685,911,000 bu. of 
grain equivalent) in the same period 
of 1948-49. 

July, 1949-June, 1950, exports of 
wheat and wheat products totaling 
299,348,000 bu. of grain equivalent 
were smaller than in the like period 
of 1948-49 by 201,881,000 bu. 

July-June exports of other grains 
and grain products, totaling 179,832,- 
000 bu. of grain equivalent, were 
about the same as in the like period 
of 1948-49. These included exports of 
108,406,000 bu. corn and corn prod- 
ucts (compared with 93,400,000 bu. in 
the like period of 1948-49) and 71,- 
426,000 bu. oats, barley, grain sor- 
ghums, rye and products (compared 
with 91,282,000 bu. in the like period 
of 1948-49). 

The greatest part of the July-June, 
1949-50, grain and grain products ex- 
ports went to Germany and US. Pa- 
cific area — approximately 5,469,000 
long tons, or 44%, during the 12- 
month period. 

The second largest amount of 
around 4,879,000 long tons, approxi- 
mately 40% of all grains and grain 
products, went to the following Eco- 
nomic Cooperative Administration 
countries: Austria, Belgium, Den- 
mark, Luxembourg, Greece, France, 
Ireland, Italy, the Netherlands, Nor- 
way, Portugal, Trieste, Turkey and 
the U.K. 

During the same period 1,953,000 
long tons, or 16% of total exports, 
were shipped to the Philippines, 
Spain, Indonesia, Cuba, Mexico, Peru, 
Venezuela and other countries

Corn Development Behind Normal, 
But Week’s Gains Satisfactory 


Although the corn crop is still be- | 


hind norma! developmen? for the sea- 
son, progress was fairly good during 
the past week. Soybean progress also 


| was satisfactory, and the oats harvest 


is now well under way 

In Iowa, according to the state- 
federal crop report, about 8% of the 
corn acreage was in tassel and about 
3% in the early silking stages by the 
end of last week. A year ago 80% 
of the crop was tasselled and 53% 


was silked. Progress has been more | 


rapid in the northwestern and south- 
western parts of the state 

Soybeans in Igqwa made slow gains, 
of the crop showing 
bloom. A year ago nearly half the 
acreage was in bloom. The oats har- 


| vest made rapid progress in the south- 


ern third of the state. However, the 
average for the crop was only 13% 


ago. 
Fields Weedy 
The Indiana report notes that corn 


| is mostly in good condition but some | 
| is weedy. There are reports of borer

damage. The oats harvest has been 
completed in some southern areas, 
and soybeans are mostly in good con- 
dition 

In Illinois the condition of corn 
was rated very good, averaging 4% 
ft. in height and over 25% tasselied. 
| Early soybeans are podding and one 

third of the oats have been cut 

Corn and soybeans are making good 

progress in Minnesota but are some- 
| what later than normal. Early devel- 
opment was delayed to some extent 
| due to dry soil conditions and low 
| temperatures, but recent rains have 

helped the crops. Fields averaged 3% 
| to 4% ft. and the crop is just begin- 

ning to tassel. A year ago about 75% 
| of the corn was tasselled. Harvesting 
| of small grains in the South was ex- 
| pected to be general this week 
| The South Dakota report notes that 
corn has generally developed excel- 
lently in the southern and eastern 
sections although cool weather has

USDA Reports July 1 Feed Grain 
Stocks Largest in Eight Years 


WASHINGTON-~—-Official estimates 
of feed grains in all positions by the 
US. Department of Agriculture of 
more than 1,740 million bushels as 
of July 1, 1950, again adds prestige 
to the activities of the College Sur- 
vey Committee of the American Feet 
Manufacturers Assn. This group fore- 
cast approximately stock of this rel- 


| ative size for the close of the crop 


year Oct. 1 

While their total annua! disappear- 
ance estimate hits the target virtual- 
ly in dead center according to the 
indications in the July 1 report, it 
must be noted that their prediction 


| missed perfection in one respect. The 


disappearance of corn has been 
slightly lower than forecast but the 
over-all total is not far off since the 
lower disappearance of corn is com- 
pensated for by a heavier use of oats, 
barley and sorghums. 


Heavier Use Seen 


USDA officials in commenting on 
the stock position report believe that 
the July-September corn disappear- 
ance for feed will be slightly above 
that of the same period in 1949, when 
approximately 444 million bushels 
were used. These officials look for a 
feed disappearance in the current 
quarter at about 450 million bushels 
This opinion takes into consideration 
continued good condition of pasture 
and the increase in the number of 
grain consuming animal units plus 
the increased number of livestock on 
feed. 


JULY 1 STOCKS OF FERD GRAINS 
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Stocks of corn in all positions July 
1, 1950, were the largest in the eight 
years of comparable record for the 
date. Carryover stocks of oats and 
barley are smaller than a year ago, 
also smaller than average, the Bu- 
reau of Agricultural Economics re- 
ports. Disappearance of these feed 
grains in the April-June quarter was 
slightly above average for corn, about 
usual for oats and less than in most 
seasons for barley. (See accompany- 
ing table.) 

About 1,421 million bushels of corn 
remained in storage July 1, 10% more 
than the previous record quantity of 
a year earlier. July 1 reserves have 
been as small as 454 million bushels 
in 1948, and the 1943-48 average was 
about 646 million bushels. 

Barley stocks of 81 million bushels 
were four fifths those of a year ear- 
lier, but larger than in most years. 
The 49% million bushels in off-farm 
storage exceeds this portion in any 
other year of record 

Stocks of wheat in all positions 
July 1 were nearly 417 million bush- 
els, more than a third larger than a 
year earlier and nearly five times as 
large as the 1947 carryover. Disap- 
pearance in the past year calculated 
at 1,037 million bushels, was smaller 
than in any of the six preceding sea- 
sons 

Rye stocks at 9% million bushels 
in all positions were nearly 15% larg- 
er than a year earlier and three to 
four times as large as in the three

Feed Consumption 


in Minnesota Shows Increase 


ST. PAUL—The amount of com- 
mercial feeds consumed in Minnesota 
in 1949 increased from the 1948 total 
but was less than the totais for the 
four years prior to 1948, the state 
department of agriculture reports 

The department's annual feed bul- 
letin estimates total feed consump- 
tion for 1949 at 805,081 tons (includ- 
ing 7,134 tons of dog food), compared 
with 719,327 tons in 1948. For the 
years 1944-47, the yearly amounts 
were larger, ranging from 832,330 
tons in 1946 to 939,440 tons in 1945 
In 1940, regarded as a normal pre- 
war year, the amount of commercial 
feedingstuffs sold for consumption in 
the state was 280,045 tons 

The estimated «wholesale value of 
al! the feed sold in 1949 was $70,179,- 
509. This is larger than the totals 
for all previous years except 1947 
and 1948. The record high was the 
estimated $85,866,359 in 19417. The 
1949 value was more than seven times 
the amount expended for feed in any 
of the three prewar years, 1938-40 

Average prices per ton have re- 
mained high, the report says. In 1949 
they were higher than in any pre- 
vious year except 1947 and 1948 and 
in many cases éxceeded the high lev- 
els of 1920, it was pointed out. 


Consumption Figures 

Consumption of alfalfa meals in 
1949 hit a record high of 19,382 tons, 
according to the report. Animal by- 
products use was estimated at 48,969 
tons, up about 2,500 tons from 1948 
but less than the totals for 1943 and 
1947. Linseed oj] meal consumption 
was reported at 39,663 tons, a new 
high. 

The miscellaneous feeds total was 
reported at 69,844 tons, including 46,- 
424 tons of soybean oil meal and 
7,134 tons of dog food. In 1948 the 
estimated amount was considerably 
larger, 89,642 tons. 

Consumption of scratch feeds and 
miscellaneous poultry mashes was es- 
timated at 48,063 tons in 1949, a new 
high. The amount of chick starting 
and growing mashes sold for use in 
the state last year was 65,337 tons, 
up from the total of 59,607 tons in 
1948 but less than in. the previous 
five years. Egg and laying mash con- 
sumption, the largest single classifi- 
cation, was 97,090 tons in 1949. This 
was larger than the 70,811 tons used 
in 1948 but was considerably less 
than the amounts in the previous few 
years. 

Consumption figures for 1949 for 
other feeds included the following 
turkey mashes, 55,394 tons; poultry

mash concentrates, 51,340 tons; pro- 
prietary feeds with molasses, 33,357 
tons; proprietary feeds without mo- 
lasses, 49,536 tons, and proprietary 
feed concentrates, 37,064 tons. Wheat 
bran use totaled 62,998 tons and 
standard middlings consumption 45,- 
725 tons. 
Permit Method Gains 

The report by the agriculture de- 
partment’s feed and fertilizer con- 
trol division also noted that the 
change-over by some 20 companies 
and the department from the opera- 
tion of an officia) tagging procedure 
alone to a dual system including both 
tags and the reporting (permit) 
method has been gradual—which is 
considered desirable in view of com- 
plications involved. Officials said the 
first nine months of operation of the 
permit system in conjunction with 
the tagging method indicates that the 
new procedure will be successful even 
though some manufacturers are op- 
posed to the requirement for imprint- 
ing analysis labels with the required 
Minnesota legend. As of May, 1950, 
22 companies had applied for and 
been granted permit numbers. The 
number of permits in effect March 31 
was 19, accounting for a reported 
tonnage of 23,186.41. This compares 
with the Sept. 30, 1949, figures of 11 
permits and 13,532.42 tons. 

During the 12 months ended Jan. 
31, 2,972 registrations of brand des- 
ignations were accepted while 2,713 
old registrations were canceled, leav- 
ing a net gain of 259. The total num- 
ber of registrations in effect this year 
is reported at 15,742, the highest on 
record, and the number of companies 
with active registrations on file is 
1,394, down slightly from the pre- 
vious three years. 


GRAIN MARKETS RAISE 
MARGIN REQUIREMENTS 


Minimum initial margfns for trans- 
actions in wheat futures have been 
increased on grain markets in Chi- 
cago, Minneapolis and Kansas City. 

After a board of directors meeting 
July 21, E. B. Harris, secretary, an- 
nounced that the Chicago Board of 
Trade increased the margin on wheat 
from 15¢ to 25¢ bu. and on soybeans 
from 20¢ to 30¢ bu., effective July 22. 

Minimum initial margins for wheat 
futures transactions other than hedg- 
ing and spreading operations were 
advanced by 5¢ bu., from 15¢ to 20¢, 
on the Kansas City Board of Trade 
and the Minneapolis Grain Exchange.

The following article is an excerpt | 
‘rom an address by Mr. Child at the 
recent convention of the Canadian 
Peed Manufacturers Assn. at Big- 
wine loo. Lake of Bays, Muskoka, 
Oot. Mr Child, whe is secretary and 
aesistant treasurer of Canada Pack- 
ors, Led., explained how credit is re- 
lated to good business practice. In 
thie article Mr. Child gives advice on 
policy to be followed in granting 


credit 
F the granting of credit in busi- 
nees started. Was it a matter of 
financing, or was it a matter of con- 
venience’ I suggest that it was not a 
matter of financing, not a matter of 
the lending of money by a seller to 
a buyer. Back in the earliest times 
we had money lenders and commer- 
cial bankers, but they were financiers, 
not teaders. When a trader or 4 man- 
ufacturer wanted financial help, he 
went to such a financier, a man who 
dealt in money, not in goods. He did 
not expect to be financed by the man 
who sold him goods, because in most 
cases that man expected to be paid 
in cash. That was particularly true 
until the coming of the industrial 
revolution and the opening up of 
world trade 
With the expansion of industry and 
commerce, it was necessary to extend 


IRST of all, let me suggest how 


credit as a matter of accounting con- 
venience, With the purchasing of 
goods in large quantities, it was not | 
convenient to pay in cash. It was 
more convenient, for both parties to 
pay when quantities had been veri- | 
fied, documents checked and the 
books posted. These things were not 
done quickly in the old days and 
are not done very fast in some busi- | 
nesses today. That is where we have 
the origin of credit terms of 30 days, 
60 days, or longer. It was a matter | 
of accounting convenience, and not of | 
financing the customer, although 
some businesses have allowed the |

Determined by Convenience 
That brings me to the main point | 


to make. Credit terms in any indus-| | 


try should never be any longer than | 
is needed for convenience in payment. | 
In my opinion no industry should ever 
grant more than 30 days’ credit be- | 
cause it certainly does not take long- 
er than that to post the books and | 
mail a check. And, in urban districts, | 
with the availability of good account. | 
ants, and shortness of mailing time, | 
even 30 days is too long 

Let me consider the industry I | 
know best, the meat packing indus- | 
try. Not more than 20 years ago, a 
great many of our customers took 30 
days and more to pay their accounts. 
Today, nobody gets more than a/| 
week's credit from a meat packer. |

What is the reason’? The reason is 
that the packers decided that they 
could not afford to pay the interest 
charges on long term credit. The | 
packer pays cash for everything he | 
buys. Any farmer or drover deliver. | 
ing livestock to us today gets cash | 
or a check today. Therefore, if we | 
had to pay cash for livestock, why 
should we not receive cash for the 
dressed meat’ The answer is that we 
should, so we introduced weekly cred- 
it terms. For all practical purposes, 
weekly terms are equivalent to cash 
payment, because what a customer 
buys this week he must pay for next 
week. That really only gives us time 
to post his account and just gives him 
time to go over his bills and make 
out a check. 

Although we have some C.O.D. ac- 


counts, we would not want to short- 
en our terms to anything less than 


weekly because it would be too cost- 


ly in bookkeeping and handling to 
collect our accounts more than once 
a week. The present system suits 
us and suits our customers. 


Education Needed 


However, we did not get down to 
weekly terms without some educe- 
tional work. I had a hand in that 
myself. About 18 years ago I was sent 
into @ tough district as a credit man- 
ager and told to get the accounts on 
a weekly basis. I may say that, inside 
of a year, every account in my dis- 
trict was paying weekly, the first 
time it had happened for a whole 


would say to him: “Look, do we owe 
you anything besides good service 
and good product’? Are you expect- 
ing us to finance your business, es 
pecially when our suppliers are cer- 
tainly not financing us?” 

The persistence of use of an ar- 
gument of that kind did the trick in 
most cases. In other cases where a 
customer was just stubborn I had to 
get tough about it. And if I have to. 
I can get tough about credit, because

fect costs. The dealer who checks his 
operations closely for loss-leaks, who 
analyzes operating figures systemat- 
ically and frequently. will invariably 
record lower business costs than the 
dealer who is on the minus side on 
these essentials. 

Business costs are never fixed. This 
is one thing that too many dealers 
overlook, so they go blithely along 
month after month using the same 
old ratios when pricing their grinding 
jobs and resale goods or when analyz- 
ing the results of operations. And 
then they wonder why their profits 
are not up to anticipated income. From 
our field work, we can report that 
many dealers are disappointed with 
the profits earned because they wait 
too long to check back for sizable 
variances in their business costs. The 
dealer should analyze his profit and 
loss statements monthly, and if he 
operates grinding or hatchery depart- 
ments, he should keep these figures 
separated from those for resale goods. 
In other words, he should department- 
ize 


The cost of goods sold may be low- 
er in some establishments because 
some dealers are more adept at “buy- 
ology,” or they discount their bills, 
getting the goods for less, or they 
have inventory control systems that 
enable them to buy in the most profit- 
able manner consistent with require- 
ments. With these variables influenc- 
ing the cost of goods sold, one cannot 
offer average figures that will be de- 
pendable guides to those who are not 
accustomed to such practices. 


Overhead Varies, Too 

Overhead expense also varies in 
different establishments, even in those 
businesses having the same operating 
techniques and financial investments. 
One dealer may own his business 
property free and clear, giving him a 
low rental. Another may not own and 
pay a much higher rent for similar 
premises. Another dealer may have 
written off all his depreciable assets 
and thus eliminated depreciation ex- 
pense from his overhead, whereas, a 
dealer with a similar establishment 
may still be writing off depreciation. 
One may be more careful with credits 
and collections than another, so the 
former has a smaller collection ex- 
pense and bad debt write-off. One 
dealer may be overinsured because he 
buys his policies from a friend or 
lodge brother without regard to value. 
There is more than one way to save 
money on insurance if the dealer gets 
competent counsel. Many are over- 
insured or underinsured because they

penses for economies, increase vol- 
ume to cut overhead by indirection 
or improve his managerial efficiency. 


A Cost-Outter 

The majority of merchants are 
scornful of the price-cutter, but when 
one digs into the figures as we have 
frequently done, one finds that the 
price-cutter is often a cost-cutter. By 
means of efficient management, he 
cuts corners here and there. He can 
sell for less and make a satisfactory 
profit beqause he can operate for less 
The dealer who has to get high prices 
to cover his inefficiencies is a weaker 
link in our economic system than the 
dealer who can sell for less and make 
a satisfactory profit because his or- 
ganization is geared for maximum 
efficiency.

sive operator loses money when he 
competes with more proficient rivals 
who can sell for less because they can 
operate for less. Probably the dealer 
mentioned at the beginning of this 
article was up against this situation 
If so, average figures would not help 
him; nor would a better accounting 
system either, for that matter. The 
only solution would be a complete 
overhaul of methods and men to meet 
the competence of competition 

It frequently happens that a dealer 
in business for years goes along in a 
rut oblivious to his atrophying condi- 
tion, while dealers with the latest 
trappings in management give him 
trouble on sales because they operate 
for less. The latter are not price-cut- 
ters; they are the real business-build- 
ers, not only in this industry but in 
all fields. That is because underlying 
all business activity in this country 
there is a continual surge for improve- 
ment—better display, better trans- 
portation facilities, better working 
equipment, more product value to the 
customer, etc. Compare values today 
in feeds and allied lines with what 
you got a generation ago. Considering 
the scientific preparation, the vita- 
mins the assured potency, the cus- 
tomer is getting at least twice as 
much for his 60¢ dollar. 

If a dealer does not keep up with 
this trend, his costs increase and he 
loses business to those who pace the 
progress. Because there are operators 
in all fields who try to get by with 
the old. there are always variances 
in operating costs, often substantial 
differences, which net unsatisfactory 
profits or throw a business in the red 
Then, too, economic changes create 
variances in costs. In a seller's mar- 
ket, costs increase. In a buyer's mar- 
ket, costs tend to decrease. Because 
of the outside factors that keep cost 
ratios in a state of flux, and the in- 
side factors that keep them moving 
upward or downward, sometimes 
varying within a month because of a 
change in volume, the dealer who 
places sole reliance on averages or 
somebody else's figures is putting the 
wrong mix in the grinder 

To effect maximum cost control so 
that your salables can be sold in the 
locality at prices that keep a business 
earning maximum profits, you should 
price your resale goods and services 
to cover your operating overhead and 
to eern the net profit you desire. Av- 
erage figures are of little value here 
Costs must be analyzed in the light 
of the individual business. Only then 
can you line up your operations so 
that you make the most with what 
you have. After that you may com- 
pare your results with those of others 
to see how you fare in comparison, 
but you're working from the wrong 
end if you use average costs as a 
base, compare them with profit and 
loss statement results and look for 
ways to make them agree 

Average figures are the poorest of 
the best-—and the best of the poorest.

That year, 
slightly less than 14 million bushels 
of soybeans were harvested from 
about one-half of the total planted 
acres. Meal >roduction was about 
98,000 tans, 

Last year, 1949, 11,409,000 acres 
of soybeans were grown for all pur- 
poses. The production of harvested 
beans was over 222 million bushels 
from about 10 million acres or ap- 
proximately 90% of the total acres. 
The production of meal from last 
year’s beans will certainly be well 
over 4 million tons. 

The government crop report of 
March 20 predicts 13.5 million acres 
of soybeans to be planted in 1950 
for all purposes, This would be an in- 
crease of 18% over last year’s acre- 
age and should mean more soybean 
oll meal next year, even though the 
yield of soybeans does not quite meet 
the 1949 record of 22.4 bu. per acre. 

There is apparently a sufficiency of 
equipment capacity to process more 
soybeans. For instance, in March 
alone of this year, some 18 million 
bushels of soybeans were proceased 
and we know that a sizeable amount 
of expeller capacity was not operat- 
ing during March or for a large part

presses. The remaining 30% was sol- 
vent extraction equipment, at least 
from about 1940 to 1946. This past 
year, or the crop year 1949-50, will 
undoubtedly show that a little bet- 
ter than 50% of our soybeans were 
processed by solvent extraction equip- 
ment. Solvent extraction equipment 
is definitely on the increase as to 
new installations, compared to expel- 
ler equipment and it is generally 
thought for the crop year 1950-51 
that the production of soybean oil 
meal and/or processing of soybeans 
will be something like 70% solvent 
and 30% expeller or screw press 

This switchover to a predominance 
of solvent extracted soybean oi! mea! 
is welcomed by nutrition men, ¢s- 
pecially with respect to the use of 
soybean oi] meal in rations for criti- 
cal animals. We know that there is 
more control of cooking as to time 
and temperature with the solvent 
extraction method than it is possible 
to obtain with expeller equipment. Oil 
extraction by the solvent method can 
be done efficiently and yet indepen- 
dent of cooking the extracted flakes 
which are ground to make solvent 
extracted soybean oil meal. This is 
not the case with expellers or screw 
presses. With this mechanical meth- 
od of oi] extraction, considerable 
heating of the soybeans is necessary 
before extraction and it is humanly 
impossible to avoid friction heating 
of the soybean meats during mechan- 
ical screw pressing of the oi) out of 
the bean meats and still have an ef- 
ficient oil removal 

A good meal nutritionally has been 
and still can be produced with ex- 
pellers or screw presses, but gener- 
ally some sacrifice has to be made 
in oi] yield or capacity to produce an 
expeller soybean oi] mea! of optimum 
nutritional value 

Even though there are several sep- 
arate studies published showing the 
effect of cooking upon the nutritive 
value of soybean oi] meal prote'n 
you may be interested in the results 
of one of several assays we have 
participated in. In Table 3 you will 
see the results, both nutritional and 
analytical, for a series of solvent 
extracted soya products varying in 
heat treatment. This project was con- 
ducted in cooperation with the Food 
and Development Division, Quarter- 
master Food and Container Institute 
Chicago, Ill. In this instance, the 
soya.was a dehulled product. We pro-

There are five dehulled soya prod- 
ucts in this solvent series identified 
as raw dehulled soybeans, unheated 
defatted soya, mildly heated soya, 
optimum cooked soya, and overheated 
soya. Where these products were 
heated it was in atmospheric cookers. 
For the optimum cooked soya, the 
moisture of this product in the cook- 
er was up around 18%. You will note 
that the raw soybeans and improperly 
cooked soya resulted in a low rela- 
tive protein efficiency. Overheating 
reduced the protein efficiency as com- 
pared to the optimum cooked soya ms — 
Please note the changes in the chem- ; eT tae 
ical values, such as water soluble 
protein thiamin and urease. These are s ee 
typical values for soybean oi! meals 
or soy flours cooked in atmospheric 
cookers. 

We find an excellent correlation 
between the thiamin content of an 
atmospheric cooked extracted soy- 
bean oil meal and the nutritive value 
of its protein.

Research Noted 

Soybean oil meal has been the 
subject of considerable research dur- 
ing the past 10 years. It has been 
especially in the limelight recently 
with respect to the unknown growth 
and hatchability factors, common'y 
referred to as APF and vitamin B., 
supposedly deficient in feed ingre- 
dients of plant origin. Emphasis has 
been placed on fish products, some 
animal products, cow manure and 
vitamin B.. and so-called animal pro- 
tein concentrates as sources of this 
factor or factors.

The authors of this second publica- 
tion say specifically, “The urease test 
of Caskey and Knapp. applied to 
soybean meals yields valuable 
information regarding the heat treat- 
ment to which they have been ex- 
posed. Any meal which gives a posi- 
tive test for urease by this method 
(an increase in pH of 10 or more) 
should be suspected of low nutritive 
value due to inadequate heating 

Most people, testing soybean oi! 
meal for urease activity, apparently 
use the qualitative test by Caskey 
and Knapp given in the first publica- 
tion, or else it seems that they inter- 
pret even a slight change in pH by 
the quantitative method (publication 
by Bird et al) as a positive sign of 
urease and declare the meal unfit to 
use in poultry and hog feeds on the 
assumption that such a meal must be 
inadequately cooked. This group fails 
to read the qualifications by the au- 
thors as to an increase in pH of 1.0 
or more to have a meal definitely 
raw. We have found by numerous 
feeding tests with white rats, chicks 
poults and a few tests with pigs, that 
a soybean oil meal can be properly 
cooked and show urease activity as 
much as 3 increase in pH 

We would be suspicious of a soy- 
bean oil meal being overheated if it 
did not show some urease activity by 
either the qualitative or quantitative 
(revised) Caskey-Knapp method 

I believe that even greater con- 
fusion over urease has been caused 
by the method entitled, “Active Soy- 
bean Meal,” page 15, of the DuPont 
bulletin, “The Story of Two-Sixty 
Two Feed Compound.” The method 
reads: “Note: Raw soybeans and in 
sufficiently heat-treated soybean oil 
meal contain an enzyme (urease) 
which releases an ammonia odor 
from “Two-Sixty-Two' (urea). Such 
‘active’ soybean oil meal should not 
be used in feed mixtures with “Two- 


means of adding trace mi 


Sixty-Two. Sufficiently heat-treated 
or toasted soybean oi] meals do not 
react in this manner 

“To determine whether a meal is 
‘active’ mix five parts of soybean 
oi] meal with one part “‘Two-Sixty- 
Two, moisten and place in a covered 
quart jar and allow to stand at room 
temperature for 24 to 48 hours. If 
an odor of ammonia develops, the 
soybean oil meal is ‘active’.” 


Variations Charted 

You will see by the last column 
in our Table 5 that all of the 12 soy- 
bean oi] meals listed were positive 
for urease by this DuPont method. 
Yet, by the quantitative or revised 
Caskey-Knapp method, the urease 
activity was from .0 increase in pH 
up to 2.0. The first 10 meals in Table 
5 represent current production of ex- 
peller and solvent extracted soybean 
oil meals. Samples 11 and 12 were 
special solvent extracted meals pur- 
posely produced at reduced tempera- 
tures. This DuPont test would elim- 
inate practically all soybean oil 
meals of the industry. We called this 
to the attention of the DuPont com- 
pany some time ago and found that 
our concern had been expressed by 
others of the industry. The DuPont 
company cooperated very beautifully 
by conducting an extensive amount 
of work on this subject and by er.- 
couraging collaborative work with 
others. Dr. L. J. Belasco of the Am- 
monia Department of DuPonts’ head- 
ed up this project 

A lengthy report has been pub- 
lished and DuPont has issued revised 
procedures for detecting an “active” 
soybean oil meal. It has been Dr 
Belasco's experience that the revised 
tests did not rule out as “active” a 
soybean oil meal showing an increase 
in pH up to 2 by the revised or 
quantitative Caskey-Knapp method 
We have not had a chance to test the 
revised methods until recently. Re- 
sults of our findings are in Table 5 
You will see that even the revised 
DuPont tests would label as “active”

Use of Urease Test 

We think that the Caskey-Knapp 
urease tests have served their pur 
pose in detecting undercooked soy- 
bean oi] meals. Our industry survey 
recently comprising 53 soybean oil 
meals, showed that none of these 
meals was undercooked. We feel cer- 
tain that neither the qualitative or 
quantitative Caskey-Knapp urease 
test serves any useful purpose ap- 
plied to soybean oi! meal except as a 
check for undercooked meals. We al- 
so feel that the DuPont tests, even 
the revised ones, are still too critical 
in detecting an “active” soybean oil 
meal for any practical conditions we 
can think of where soybean oil meal 
is to be used in combination with 
urea in a mixed feed 


We encourage you people to look . 
into this subject carefully and make 
your own tests using the methods as i 
indicated, Table 5. We sincerely hope 7 
that the aforementioned indiscrim- _

There is also experimental evidence 
available to indicate that the level 
and texture of hay may be a factor in 
fat requirement of dairy cows. With 
libera! feeding of hay, high-fat grain 
mixtures may not show the same 
advantage as when small amounts of 
hay are fed. 

There seems to be good agreement 
among nutrition people that efficient 


and satisfactory production of milk 
and butterfat can be obtained on 
low fat (25%) grain mixtures. There 


is no evidence to indicate that low fat 
grain mixtures adversely affect the 
health or general welfare of milking 
cows. The question appears to be one 
of economic values. It would seem 
that the fat from oll seeds is more 
valuable for human food than for 
feeding to animals.

Locations that may be tops for a 
feed store today will be undesirable 
in five or or ten years. A new high- 
way may cut through the present 
location and eliminate the business, a 
shift in the traffic may take the feed 
store customers out of this neighbor- 
hood, or some other business may be 
located in a different section that will 
attract customers to that location 


Length of Lease 


How long should the feed store 
lease be? 

In answer to this question there 
was a wide variety of opinion, but in 
general the feed store merchants gave 
these points as factors to consider in 
determining the length of a safe 
lease 

1. Amount of equipment installed 
that would be lost in moving to a 
new location 

2. Current trends of business joca- 
tions in the city 

3. Short enough to be able to move 


Quickly if conditions make it neces- 
sary 

4. Length of time other leases in 
the neighborhood have to run 

5. Outlook for current business con 
ditions and the prospect for business 
at the time the lease expires 

What type of lease should be se- 
lected for a feed store’ 

Lease agreements that can be writ- 
ten for feed store retailers can be 
covered in the following four classi- 
fications: (1) fat rental, (2) re-ap- 
praisal rental, (3) graduated rental 
and (4) percentage of sales rental 


Flat Rental Type 

Perhaps the most common with 
feed store retailers is the flat rental 
lease where the rent is fixed at a 
certain amount for the entire term of 
the lease agreement. This type of 
lease gives the retailer an advantage 
because he knows exactly how much 
rent he will have to pay each month 
and can plan his expenses accord- 
ingly. It has the disadvantage that 
if property value decreases during the 
period of the lease, the feed retailer 
is stuck with an inflated rent ex- 
pense 

Under the re-appraisal lease agree- 
ment terms are included in the con- 
tract whereby the property is re- 
appraised at certain specified times 
As a genera! rule, feed store opera- 
tors don't gain much through this 
type of agreement and usually suffer 
the disadvantage of being penalized 
if the property improves in value 
during the term of the lease even 
though this increase is due to the 
merchant's efforts 

Then, too, the cost of re-appraising 
may be costly and thus increase the 
net amount charged to occupy the 
building. Time and effort are required 
to locate a competent appraiser who 
will be satisfactory to both the owner 
of the property and the feed store 
owner. As @ result of these disadvan 
tages this form of lease agreement 
wasn't favored by any of the mer- 
chants interviewed, even though a 
few were tied up on this type of lease 


Another Unpopular Type 
Another unpopular type of lease 
agreement for feed store retailers is 
the graduated type of lease agree- 
ment. This has a low figure for the

eration of the right of eminent do- 


clude some provisions for settlement 
of camages resulting from loss of 
business. On occasion this right is 
exercised when a new highway goes 
through, and a provision in the lease 
will help iron out any difficulties that 
might arise later. 


Option to Buy 

Another point suggested in these 
interviews was that a provision be in- 
cluded in the lease for an option to 
purchase the property at some set 
figure. In the past the exercise of this 
option has been most profitable for 
some feed store owners who were 
farsighted enough to have this in- 
cluded. As local property values in- 
creased beyond the figure stipulated 
in the lease agreement these retail- 
ers bought the property. Then, if they 
didn't want their capital tied up in 
real estate, they sold it at a quick 
profit and drew up a new lease with 
the new landlord. 

Finally, it was almost a unanimous 
opinion that any feed store retailer 
should employ a good lawyer to help 
draw up the terms of the lease. Legal 
advice on fine points is a good safe 
investment for any feed merchant. A 
lease is a long term proposition, and 
a few minutes’ thought and counsel 
before signing may save plenty of 
money and worry later.

For this 
reason, it is a good idea to keep 
daily tab on the ratio of cash to 
credit sales, which you can do by 
listing each classification on this 
form.

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Feed Industry, Farm Trends 
Outlined at Canadian Meeting 


MUSKOKA, ONT. — Opportunities 
for further growth of the formula 
feed industry through improved mer- 
chandising and manufacturing and 
through a prosperous farm economy 
were pointed out at the recent “mid- 
century” convention of the Canadian 
Feed Manufacturers Assn. The fifth 
national meeting was held June 29- 
July 1 at Bigwinn Inn, Lake of Bays 
Muskoka 

Problems of the feed industry and 
agriculture brought about by loss or 
curtailment of exports to Great Brit- 
ain were cited. But farm and feed in- 
dustry experts also noted favorabic 
trends in discussing the outlook for 
the future. Among the points empha- 
sized was the need for producing top 
quality feeds as efficiently and at as 
low a cost as possible 

A. J. McLoughlin, general sales 
manager for Arcady Farms Milling 
Co., Chicago, discussed feed mer- 
chants’ “Opportunity Unlimited.” He 
pointed to the growing market as 
shown by expanding farm income 
over the past several years, and he 
explained that the feed man is com- 
peting with every other type of mer- 
chant for the farmer's and consum- 
er’s dollar. In suggesting means of 
winning more sales, he stressed six 
points of merchandising— service, dis 
play, showmanship, advertising, prod- 
uct knowledge and field contacts 

Mr. McLoughlin emphasized cus 
tomer responsibility and the impor 
tance of helping farmers to maintain 
their cash position 


Help the Farmer 

“Help the farmer make sound in- 
vestments in feed and other pur- 
chases,” he said. “Make the return 
to him the biggest possible. 

“You must sell quick growth, high 
feed conversion, high egg production 
with less feed at a lower cost per 
dozen. You must sell profitable hog 
production with a bigger return per 
bushel of corn fed. You must sell big- 
ger daily gains on less feed with a 
high finish for cattle. You must sell 
increased milk production and 
health of stock.’ 

J. E. McRostie, Maple Leaf Milling 
Co., Ltd., Toronto, retiring president of 
the association's Nationa! Council, re- 
viewed council activities and briefly 
discussed industry trends. He ex- 
plained studies made of medicated 
feeds and outlined efforts to have the 
sales tax on a number ‘of essential 
feed ingredients removed

Mr. Pearsall pointed out the prob- 
lem of Britain's dollar shortage in 
connection with bacon exports, but he 
expressed a belief that problems 
would be worked out.

Vitamin Be. APF Concentrates and 
Antibioties in Turkey Rations

T has been known for many years 
I that young turkeys require «4 
high level of protein in the ra- 
tion. Recent experiments show that 
turkey poults grow faster when the 
ration fed the first eight weeks con- 
tains at least 28% protein. Protein 
from both animal and vegetable 
sources have been generally used. But 
for some time the amount of anima! 
protein concentrates available for 
feeding purposes has not been ade- 
quate to meet the demand 
Research on the use of higher per- 
centages of vegetable protein con- 
centrates in rations for turkeys and 
chickens was greatly accelerated 
during the war. These efforts result- 
ed in the isolation of vitamin B. by 


research workers in the laboratories | 


of Merck & Rahway, in 
1948. Following this discovery, APF 
(‘animal protein factor) concentrates 
were produced by fermentation proc- 
esses as by-products in the manufac- 
ture of aureomycin, streptomycin and 
other antibiotics. These APF concen- 
trates are also used in anima! feeds 
ag sources of vitamin Bu. 


Experiments Conducted 

A number of experiments were 
conducted in 1949 and 1950 in the 
laboratories of the departments of 
poultry husbandry and biochemistry 
and nutrition at College Station, to 
determine the value of feeding APF 
concentrates im an_  all-vegetable 
(corn-soybean oi] meal) ration for 
growing turkeys. All poults used in 
these studies were obtained from the 
broadbreasted bronze flock of the 
poultry department. The hens had 
been kept in houses with litter and 
had been fed a ration which contained 
animal protein (5% fish meal). 

The basal ration used in these tests 
contained 34.75% ground yellow corn, 
60% soybean oil meal, 25% steamed 
bone meal, 2% oyster shell, 0.5% 
salt, 0.25% fortified fish oi] (3,000A- 
400 D). In addition, \% Ib. manga- 
nese sulphate, 4 Ib. “D”" activated 
animal stero!l and 4 grams of ribo- 
flavin were added per ton of feed 

One experiment was conducted 
from June 27 to December 12, 1949, 
with late-hatched poults. The basal 


ration was fed with an APF concen- | 


trate, which contained only vitamin 
Bs. and with 4% fish solubles. The 
birds were kept in batteries the first 
eight weeks and in pens with litter 
the last 16 weeks. The level of soy- 
bean oi] mea! was decreased to 50% 
at 10 weeks and to 35% at 20 weeks, 
and an equal amount of ground yel- 
low corn was added in each case. The 
feeding of an APF supplement that 
contained only vitamin Bn, 
feeding of 4% fish solubles did not

Results of this experiment and 
other tests conducted in 1950 show 
that the growing turkey does not 
require the addition of vitamin B. 
to an all-vegetable (corn-soybean oil 
meal) protein ration, unless antibio- 
tics also are fed. 

At the end of the 24-week feeding 
period, the toms weighed 20-22 Ib 
and the hens weighed 14%-15 Ib. 
Such weights compare favorably 
with those given in textbooks for 
broadbreasted bronze turkeys at 24 
weeks of age, even though the birds 
used in these tests were hatched late 
in the season. Same of these birds 
were kept on these rations on into 
the breeding season. No difference 
was noted in egg production and 
hatchability between the birds fed 
only the all-vegetable protein ration 
and those fed this ration supplement- 
ed with fish solubles. These studies 
are being cuntinued to check further 


the use of these rations for breeder 
turkeys 

Eight-week feeding experiments 
have been conducted in 1950 with 
the same basal ration. Growth was 
increased \ to % Ib. by adding other 
B-vitamins to the basal ration. An 
additional growth response of about 
% Ib per bird was obtained by add- 
ing antibiotics or APF concentrates 
containing antibiotics to the all-veg- 
etable protein ration. Better results 
were obtained when the feed con- 
tained vitamin B. with such anti- 


biotics. The addition of aureomycin 
and vitamin B, to the basal ration

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produced an increase in weight of 
20-25% at eight weeks and required 
20% lees feed per pound of gain 
Growth responses and increased feed 
efficiency were obtained by feeding 
streptomycin and penicillin with vita- 
min B. in the corn-soybean oi] mea!

From the results of these tests it 
has been shown that an all-vegetable 
protein (corn-soybean of) meal) re- 
tion may be fed to the growing tur- 
key with satisfactory results.

Al- 
though Mr. Symington was incor- 
rect in that reply, he was unchal- 
lenged by the committee. 

Sen. Capehart questioned the wis- 
dom of granting such arbitrary pow- 
ers to the chief executive when the 
emergency was of a limited nature. 
He used the President's words “po- 
lice action” to emphasize his point. 
Why, he asked, was there no request 
for ration and price control power 
if the nature of the crisis was so 
great as to ask for power which he de- 
clared would “give the administra- 
tion the right to take over any or 
every business enterprise in the na- 
tion.” 


Could Take Over Business 


Mr. Symington agreed that the 
government could, under provision of 
Section 201 of the bill, take over 
facilities and business. 

Section 201 of the proposed leg- 
islation, concerning requisitioning au- 
thority asked, reads as follows: 

“Title Il—Authority of requisition 

Section 201. Whenever the Presi- 
dent determines (1) that the use of 
any equipment, supplies or compo- 
nent parts thereof, or materials or 
facilities necessary for the manufac- 
ture, servicing or operation of such 
equipment, supplies or component 
parts, is needed for the national de- 
fense, and (2) that such need is 
immediate and impending and such 
as will not admit of delay or re- 
sort to any other source of supply, 
he is authorized to requisition such 
property or the use thereof for the 
defense of the U.S. upon payment 
of just compensation for such prop- 
erty or the use thereof to be deter- 
mined as hereinafter provided. 

“The President shall determine the 
amount of the compensation to be 
paid for any property or the use 
therof requisitioned pursuant to this 
title but each such determination 
shall be made as of the time it is 
requisitioned in accordance with the 
provision for just compensation in 
the Fifth Amendment to the Consti- 
tution of the U.S. If a person entitled 
to receive the amount so determined 
by the President as just compensa- 
tion is unwilling to accept the same 
as full and complete compensation 
for property or use thereof, he shai! 
be paid 50% of such amount and shall 
be entitled to recover from the US. 
in an action brought in the court of 
claims or, where the amount involved 
does not exceed $10,000, in any Dis- 
trict Court of the US. within three 
years after the date of the Presi- 
dent's award, an additional amount 
which, when added to the amount 
so paid to him, shal) be just com- 
pensation.” 


Power to Operate Facilities 


This provision of the Defense Pro- 
duction Act of 1950 plus the present 
powers available to the chief execu- 
tive under the Selective Service Act 
of 1948 are seen as giving the gov- 
ernment not only power to requisi- 
tion facilities but also to operate 


them. This point was not clearly cov- 

ered in the testimony this week. 
The matter of allocation authority 

also came in for examination. Sen.

ticed a large sign on his cash register 
which said “Prospects.” The sign 
could be seen only by the clerks as 
they rang up @ sale. 

Curious, I asked the owner of the 
store about that sign. He grinned. 
“That's a sign to remind all my 
clerks as they ring up sales, large 
or small, to ask the customer if he 
needs a milk cooler,” the dealer said. 
“I can tell my clerks in a sales train- 
ing meeting to sell milk coolers this 
week, and they will part of the time. 
But part of the time they'll for- 
get. When I put that ‘Prospect’ sign 
on the cash register, they remember 
at the right time.” 

It was quite an idea, all right. It 
jogged the memory and stirred the 
determination of every clerk at just 
the right time. No chance here to 
forget trying for the multyple sale, 
not with that sign staring him in the 
face. 

The dealer told me that ench woek 
he selects one item from his stock, 
calla the clerks into a meeting, ex- 
plains the product in detail and shows 
the ways to sell it. Then, as each 
clerk goes to the cash register, he 
is reminded by the sign to sell princi- 
pally as the second item the designat- 
ed item for the week. 

“We get a lot of extra sales that 
way,” the dealer told me, “and it 
shows that you never know when you 
can uncover a prospect. You've got 
to keep working to bring those pros- 
pects to light, and that sign on the 
cash register does it-—due to the ef- 
forts of the clerks.” 

Why can't you use a similar idea 
in your store? Have you picked a

chance to see such signs, they will 
not realize what they mean. But the 
employees will. 

Another retailer selling to the 
farm trade tells me that he gets 
the names of new residents and cus- 
tomers very easily when they come 
to his store to make an original pur- 
chase. After the sale is made, the 
clerk or the owner walks to the 
door with the new customer, thanks 
him for coming in, invites him to 
come again. 

The clerk says, “My name is Jones. 
What's yours’” He sticks out his 
hand and usually the newcomer will 
respond, give his name and stop to 
chat for a second. From this point 
on it is very easy, the dealer states, 
to find out where the customer lives 
and his rural route address without 
seemingly trying to push an extra 
sale. Then, after the customer is 
gone the clerk or owner writes down 
the name and address. 

“It's not so difficult to remember 
one man’s name and address at a 
time,” says this dealer. “We are 
all trained in this work and we sel- 
dom make a mistake. Once we get

No matter how profitable a dealer's 
business may be, he will find that 
this sort of enterprising attitude will 
pay off in better morale, alertness 


and higher profits. There are many | 


ways in which a feed business can be 
developed, but most of them depend 
upon the energy and ingenuity of the 
owner and well trained employees. 
Not too much depends upon outside 
forces in a normal economy 


Aim for An Increase 


A South Dakota dealer told me 
that when he first entered business 
22 years ago, he determined that 
he would set a goal for his business 
each year which would represent at 
least a 15% increase, regardless of 
depression years or otherwise. Such 
a goal] to meet every year kept him 
alert and busy, he said, and instilled 
the same spirit in his well paid em- 
ployees. As a result they paid more 
attention to all details of the busi- 
ness, were always looking for new 
ideas and were ready to put the 
best ones into practice. The result 
was that the dealer not only in- 
creased his business each year but 
did better than the 15%, even dur- 
ing the depression of the 1930's 

There is no need to say that a 
feed dealer can learn a great deal 
more about his customers, their lives, 
problems, needs and likes by taking 
the time to visit them now and then 
on their farms. But it takes planning 
to get away from the feed mil! to 
make the necessary trips into the 
field. By visiting five farmers a week, 
a dealer can visit more than 250 
farmers a year in his trade area 
He'll make a great many additional 
sales by such procedures, and he wil! 
also accumulate a vast fund of know!l- 
edge about his customers and their 
needs. He will make many friends 
which he could not otherwise reach 

It pays to set up a few attainable 
goals each year and strive to reach 
them. It is possible to be too ambi- 
tious, to set up too extensive a pro- 
gram which cannot be achieved. But 
a few special goals yearly will pay 
off wonderfully in greater sales, profit 
and good-will because they will aid 
the dealer to channel his efforts into 
definite trade building programs with 
a minimum of wasted time 

What definite goals do you have 
for the next six months, Mr. Deal- 
er? Why not try setting up a few 
and seeing if they can be accom- 
plished? The challenge will stir you 
to greater efforts.
